428 votes, or 38 per cent. 


He had no opposition on 
the 


Democratic side. He had hoped to 
pull down at least 41 per cent of 
the total vote—the percentage Ad- 
lai E. Stevenson got in losing. to 
Eisenhosver in 1952. 


The Indiana vote was unusually

George stressed that he plans

would place him as the American 
representative on a proposed in- 
ternational cabinet 
which would 


be active in broadening the polit- 
ical aspects of NATO.
